We are just speaking now of the further plans 


which we are putting into actual practice. We are de- 
voting about half the space on the top floor of our build- 
ing to a rest and recreation room, believing that a light 
heart makes for contentment, and so following out that 
thought, we are installing furniture, lounges with clean 
white spreads over them, easy chairs and a big Victro- 
la.with a great number of records so that if the girls 
(and it is for girls only) desire to dance for a few min- 
utes, it is their privilege to do so. This is not intended 
as a lunch room, merely to be used during recesses both 
morning and afternoon, and the noon period for relaxa- 
tion. These improvements will be completed shortly..
